ENGLEWOOD, N. J., Oct. 
The will of Senator Dwight W. Mor- 
row, filed today, bequeathed the 
bulk of his fortune to his widdw 
after specific bequests of approxi- 
mately $750,000 to institutions and 
another $250,000 to individuals. 

The will does not mention tHe 
Morrow children, three girls. and a 
boy, by name, and it was made in 
January, 1927, before the marriage 
of Anne Morrow to Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh and the .birth of the 
Morrows’ first grandchild, Charles 
A. Lindbergh Jr. The will states 
that Senator Morrow knew that 
Mrs. Morrow would provide for 
herself and their children to the 
best interests of all concerned. 

While it was said at the Morrow 
home that it had been decided not 
to make public the value of the 
estate there was much speculation 
in the financial district in New 
York, and there seemed to be a 
fairly general agreement that the 
total was probably about $20,000,- 
000. 

The Senator's widow, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Cutter Morrow, and the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Co. of New York are 
named executors. 

There are no trusts, and Mrs. 
Morrow is the residuary legatee. 
Several personal bequests were 
made to members of his own and 
his wife's families and to close per- 
sonal friends. 


$200,000 to Amherst. 

The Senator left $200,000 to Am- 
herst College, his alma mater, and 
the same amount to Smith College, 
the alma mater of Mrs. Morrow 
and their daughters. The $200,000 
bequest to Amherst is to be added 
to the college’s general endowment, 
the income to be applied to the 
maintenance and increase of pro- 
fessors’ salaries.

William J. Barrett Gives

Estimate Much Higher.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Gov- 


ernment estimates showing 5,636,- 
000 unemployed in August were 
submitted today to the Senate 
Manufactures Subcommittee study- 
ing proposals for a national eco- 
nomic council. The figure was giv- 
en by William J. Barrett, of Presi- 
dent Hoover’s unemployment relief 
organization, as the last Federal es- 


timate. 

Earlier, Miss Frances Perkins, 
Industrial Commissioner of New 
York State, estimated there were 
7,00,000 unemployed, but said this 
figure was a “statistical guess.” 

Miss Perkins estimated unem- 
ployment in her State at 1,500,000 
and in New York City at 750,000. 
She added that 160,000 in the city 
were in immediate need of relief. 

Barrett submitted results of a 
survey of 250 representative com- 
panies throughout the country in- 
dicating that on March 1, in addt- 
tion to the unemployment, 27 per 
cent of those still holding jobs 
were on part time and that by 
May 15 this percentage was 30. 

The total payroll for these com- 
panies on March 1 was 71 per cent 
of what it was in 1929 and on 
May 15, 76 per cent. 


Miss Perkins testified that from 
a health standpoint unemployment 
relief had been inadequate. 

She said hospitals and _ social 
agencies were busier with minor 
illnesses and that a large propor- 
tion of the population was in a 
“depleted state physically.” 

“That is one of the most serious 
social results,” she said. “In a few 
years we will begin to see ricketty 
young people who did not get 
enough milk and orange juice 
when they were babies.”’ 

She added that people in New 
York City were moving back into 
tenements and there was a ten- 
dency for two or three families to 
live in one apartment. 


After presenting a gloomy pic- 
ture of economic conditions through 
statistics, Laurence H. Sloan, vice 
president of the Standard Statistics 
Committee of New York, told the 
cOmmittee an upward trend was 
in prospect. 

Sloan said if the banking pool 
did what was expected of it and 
good results came from the visit 
of Premier Laval of France, he 
thought there would be improve- 
ment through the next 12 months. 

He told the committee, headed 
by Senator La Follette (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, he was confident “the 
worst is past,”’ but said it would 
be many years before prices rose 
to the 1929 levels. 

Sioan said the national income in 
1931 was 25 per cent less than in 
1929.

DISCUSS DEBTS, ARMS AND 
SECURITY IN WASHINGTON 


French Premier Hopes for “Concrete” Results, 
But Neithér He Nor President Has 
Any Definite Program. \

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—Pre- 

mier Laval and President Hoover 

are scheduled to get down to brass 


tacks today in an effort to bring 
the United States and France into 
closer accord on the three prob- 
lems on which they are farthest 
apart—debts, disarmament and 
“security.” The first task of the 
two men apparently will be_ to 
reconcile their own viewpoints. 

Before the French Premier had 
been in this country a day it be- 
came plain that he and President 
Hoover entertain very different 
hopes concerning the outcome of 
their conversations. From persons 
who discussed the subject with the 
President, it was learned that he 
expects little, if anything, of a tan- 
gible character to be accomplished. 
| Three hours after his arrival] in 
the capital, Premier Laval told 
newspaper men that he expected 
“definite and concrete” results. 

Premier Asks for Patience. 

Asked what definite things he 
hoped to achieve, the Premier 
fenced adroitly, entreating the cor- 
respondents to be patient, and 
promising to take them into his 
confidence from day to day as the 
discussions proceed. However, it 
is no secret that France wishes a 
further reduction in her debts to 
the United States; and that she 
wishes the United States to join in 
some measure guaranteeing French 
security, in return for her oawr 
consent to reduce armaments. 

President Hoover, on the other 
hand, seems convinced in advance 
that France will not consent to re- 
duce.armaments except upon po- 
litical terms which the American 
public would reject. Apparently he 
believes that public sentiment in 
this country is opposed to any debt 
reduction while the present Tréas- 
ury deficit continues; and he un- 
doubtedly believes fghat public 
Opinion is hostile to any step that 
would obligate this country to de- 
fend France in the eyent of war. 

These are some of the difficulties 
which stand in the way of concrete 
accomplishment, and they were 
somewhat complicated by the pre- 
liminary diplomatic ‘maneuvering. 
Each side professes to *have no 
program for discussion. Laval ex- 
plained his lack of one by pointing 
out blandly that he had come on 
the President’s invitatiomand could 
not presume to say what they 
would talk about until he had as- 
certained the President’s desires. 

American officials confessed a 
similar lack of plan, and it was dis- 
tinctly hinted that the invitation 
had been extended to Premier La- 
val because of a definite impres- 
sion, gained through diplomatic 
channels, that he had something 
on his mind which he wanted to 
talk over with the President. 

It is hardly likely that this sit- 
uation will continue after the 
President and Premier really sit 
down together, and it is entirely 
possible that definite results will 
be achieved, although there is no- 
tably more optimism in French 
than in American quarters. 

Laval and the Correspondents. 

In his first interview with Wash- 
ington correspondents yesterday 
evening, Laval amply sustained his 
reputation as a French David Har- 
um. A former provincial lawyer, 
who was never off his native soil 
until last year, he bore himself 
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Tpretty little speech with a perfect 
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with a composure which few Amer- 
ican officials display under similar 
conditions. Speaking through an 
interpreter, he parried questions, 
bantered his questioners, and made 
shrewd jokes at his own expense. 
Only once did he make the slightest 
slip—and.then he recovered su- 
perbly. , 

Nearly 100 correspondents were 
crowded into the reception hall of 
Ambassador Edge’s spacious resi- 
dence at the appointed hour. As 
they faced the grand stairway, ex- 
pecting Laval to appear from 
above, a door opened at their backs, 
and a short, swarthy man, with 
black hair, black eyes and a ragged 
black mustache, stepped in and 
quietly began pushing his way to 
tle stairs. He was puffing a cigar- 
ette, and was followed by a short, 
swarthy girl—his daughter, Josee, 
whom her father calls “Josette.” 

On the second stair he turned to 
face the jam of reporters, photog- 
raphers, “‘sound” “men, cameras, 
microphones and Kleig lights, as 
Mademoiselle Josette proceeded up- 
stairs. The Premier’s round face 
broke into a slow smile, disclosing 
widely-spaced teeth, a heavy lower 
lip, and an unusually wide mouth. 
There was little in his appearance 
or demeanor which Americang cus- 
tomarily associate with the French 
race. His movementss were. ex- 
tremely deliberate, almost sluggish. 
He spoke slowly and _ quietly, 
squinting his eyes, and taking fre- 
quent careful puffs At his cigarette. 
No constraint was visible. He 
seemed in no hurry to conclude. 
His physical characteristics and his 
speech all indicated calm, calcula- 
tion, doggedness, and purpose. 

Conventional Opening. 

His first utterance was a con- 
ventional speech, expressing his 
pleasure at being in the United 
States, and his satisfaction with 
the receptions tendered him in 
New York and Washington. As a 
matter of fact, French journalists 
who accompanied him had been 
scandalized at the total absence of 
any public demonstration upon his 
arrival at Washington, comparing it 
caustically with the enthusiastic 
ovation which greeted his visit to 
Berlin. But M. Laval made his 


poker face. If he was disappointed, 
he certainly concealed it. 

He said he felt certain, from 
what he knew of President Hoo- 
ver’s character and his own de- 
sires, that they would talk fully 
and frankly about all the important 
problems now facing the two 
countries, and that* results would 
be obtained on some of them. He 
would see the press every day dur- 
ing his visit, and he besought their 
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culation of rumors and unfounded 
reports. France was a“long way 
from the United States, and that 
undoubtedly explained the misun- 
derstandings which had cropped 
out between them.~ He intended to 
dissipate those: misunderstandings. 

The interpreter, making short- 
hand notes, had transiated them 
carefully after each pause. At the 
close of the speech he announced 
that “the. President” was ready to 
answer questions. The official title

No Particular Misunderstandings. 

“What are some of the misun- 
derstandings which the President 
intends to dissipate?’’ a. cor- 
respondent asked. The interpreter 
translated the question. Laval took 
a long puff at his cigarette, squint- 
ed his eyes, and replied slowly: 

“Personally I do not envisage 
any particular misunderstandings. 
In my speech in New York this 
morning I spoke of France’s de- 
sire ¢for peace. While I am in 
Washington I hope to emphasize 
our pacific intentions.” 

“The President spoke in New 
York of France’s desire for peace, 
and he also spoke of France’s de- 
sire for ‘security’—does he care 
to explain further what he meant 
by ‘security’?” inquired another 
correspondent. The Premier dart- 
ed a glance at the questioner, and 
bent over to ask the interpreter 
what paper he represented.

ASSESSMENT CUT 
FORP.S.C0. WIL 
BE RECONSIDERED 


Brunk, Who Voted for It in 
Absence of Three Mem- 
bers of Equalization 
Board, to Make Motion.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 23.— 
The action of two of the five mem- 
bers of the State Board of Equal- 
ization in voting a $5,001,026 re- 
duction in the assessment of the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. for 


taxes at a meeting last Tuesday, 
in the absence of the three regular 
board members, will be taken up 
for reconsideration at the next 
meeting of the board. Meetings are 
held at the call of the secretary 
and the date for the next meeting 
has not been set. 

The State board was informed 
today that the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment of St. Louis had 
directed City Counselor Muench to 
file a motion for a rehearing of the 
matter of the trolley company’s as- 
sessment. 

State Treasurer Larry Brunk, 
who, with Secretary of State Beck- 
er voted for a reduction of the 
street railways assessment from 
$40,001,026, as recommended by 
the State Tax Commission, to $35,- 
000,000, issued a prepared state- 
ment last night that he would 
make a motion for reconsideration 
at the next meeting. Brunk said 
he realized it was an important 
matter and should be passed upon 
by the entire board. 

As has been told, the action 
was hastily taken, with virtually no 
discussion at a board meeting Tues- 
day. Those present were Brunk, 
Secretary of State Becker and Lieu- 
tenant-Governor E. H. Winter, who 
was acting in the absence of Gov. 
Caulfield, who was out of the State. 
State Auditor Thompson and At- 
torney-General Shartel, the other 
regular members of the board, also 
were absent. 

Only Becker and Brunk Vote. 

Becker made a motion that the 
street railway company’s assess- 
ment be reduced to $35,000,000 and 
Brunk seconded the motion. Only 
the two members voted for the mo- 
tion, but the minutes show the mo- 
tion “carried by a majority vote.” 
Winter did not vote, stating later 
he was not familiar with the facts 
and could not vote under the cir- 
cumstances. 

The ‘hasty action was taken de- 
spite the fact State Auditor Thomp- 
son, at a previous meeting attend- 
ed by only three members, had ob- 
jected to taking up at that time the 
request of the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. for a reduction. Thomp- 
son said the matter should be 
passed on by the entire board, and 
it was deferred at the time. 

The board had passed on the as- 
sessment at one previous meeting, 
rejecting a motion by Attorney- 
General Shartel fqr a reduction to 
$38,000,000. 

The reduction voted by Becker 
and Brunk Tuesday would mean a 
loss of approximately $130,000 in 
taxes for the City of St. Louis this 
year, if permitted to stand. A 
quorum was present Tuesday and 
the reduction would stand, unless 
reconsidered by a majority of the 
board. 

Thompson has stated the reduc- 
tion was too large and that the mat- 
ter should be passed upon by the 
entire board. 

Attorney-General Shartel return- 
ed late yesterday. When informed 
of the action he said the reduction 
was too large and thought the mat- 
ter should be reconsidered. 

Gov. Caulfield also returned yes- 
terday afternoon. He opposed the 
reduction when first proposed, but 
would not comment on his probable 
action until he could confer with 
other board members. The Gover- 
nor is chairman of the board. 

Brunk’s Statement. 

Commenting upon a Post-Dis- 
patch editorial published yester- 
day, criticising the reduction, un- 
der the circumstanves, as an im- 
propriety, and calling for recon- 
sideration by the full board, Brunk 
said: “I agree with the Post-Dis- 
patch that this is an important 
matter, and I am anxious for all 
five members of the Board of 
Equaization to be present and vote 
on the question.” 

Brunk said he voted to reduce 
the assessment because he believed 
the $40,001,026 assessment for the 
St. Louis company was out of pro- 
portion to one of 311,117,000 fixed 
Ly the board for the Kansas City 
Public Service Co., sister company 
of the St. Louis Public Service Co. 

The Tax Commission had recom- 
mended an assessment of $13,140,- 
033 for the Kansas City Public 
Service Co. for 1931, but the Board 
of Equalization last Sept. 28. by a 
vote of four to one, reduced the 
assessment to $11,117,000. Gov. 
Caulfied voted against the reduc- 
tion. 

Value for’ Rates and Taxes. 

At that time Chairman J. T. 
Waddill of the Tax Commission 
suggested that if the Kansas City 
Railway assessment were reduced, 
the board should make some _ fre- 
duction in the S8t. Louis street 
railway assessmeng, Waddill then 
withdrew the suggestion, which he 
had made personally and not as 
representing the views of the three 
members of the Tax Commission. 

The Tax Commission is a fact- 
finding body on assessments of 
property assessed for taxes by the 
State and makes its recommenda- 
tions to the Board of Equalization, 
which has power to revise the rec- 
ommendations and fix the final 
valuations. The board usually fol- 
lows the commission recommenda. 
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tions. 
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The State Public Service Com- 
mission in 1928 fixed the valuation 
of the St. Louis Public Service Co. 
for rate-making purposes, at $63,-

STOCK LIQUIDATION 
BEYOND REASON 
ASSERTS SCHWAB 


Addressing Steel Men, He 
Says Public Has Had 


Will Be No Collapse. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—‘Res- 


trained cheerfulness” regarding the 


future of business featured the ad- 
dress of Charles W. Schwab today 
at the semi-annual meeting of the 
American Iron and Steel Institute, 
of which he is president. 

Although recognizing that “we 
have a real depression,” he said, 
the country had been through “‘per- 
ilous periods” in the past and had 
always emerged to a _ prosperity 
greater than before. He believed 
that “history will repeat itself.” 

“Fear has been lessened,” he 
said. “There will be no collapse. 
The sources of credit have been 
mobilized and we sghall pull 
through. I have seen us _ pul! 
through too many crises to be 
overwhelmed by the situation of 
the past months.” 

The. Schwab viewpoint was 
summed up as follows: “I beileve 
in the continued growth of our 
country, the essential strength of 
the steel industry, and the ability 
of our nation to master the prob- 
lems of a. complicated age. If this 
be optimism, make the most of it.” 

Must Face Hard Facts. 

Although, he said, “every one ts 
feeling better,” Schwab warned: 
“we must face some hard facts 
both in our own business and the 
industrial world as a whole. I said 
at our last meeting thab the tide 
was coming in—it certainly was, 
but it proved to be a tidal wave. 

“Our production this year will 
be about 25,000,000 tons of ingots, 
or 16 per cent under what was ex- 


teaches us an important lesson. As 
a matter of fact*America was on 
the upward move last spring. Our 
production curve had _ increased 
steadily from the first of the year. 
Then .came the breakdown of fi- 
nances in Central Europe which 
spread to England and brought vi- 
olent repercussions to our own 
shores. 

“The lesson is that we cannot 
longer ignore the economy of oth- 
er countries. In other depressions 
we could forget about the hard 
times in other countries. Then we 
were a debtor nation and largely 
selfsufficient. Today we are a 
creditor nation and the prosperity 
of our international neighbors is 
necessary to our well being. We 
must promote better economic re- 
lationships among nations, and we 
must declare a permanent, mora- 
torium on national jingoes.’’ 
Would Support Navy Reduction. 

The desire of peoples in all parts 
of the world is for peace, the 
speaker said, adding that “the talk 
of another war has no place in the 
hearts of people anywhere,.” 

He said if the Government 
deemed it wise to “reduce our navy 
program,” the “steel industry wil. 
be the first to support the move,” 
although some of the companies 
have large facilities for building 
naval vessels and armament, ‘‘facil- 
ities which would welcome more 
| business; but the nation cumes first 
and we shall welcome any measure 
that fosters permanent peace.”’ 

Schwab gave this prescription 
for industrial improvement: “A 
better financia] structure, which is 
now under way; a liquidation of 
extravagance in business, including 
prices, which has already taken 
place in most lines to an abnormal] 
extent; a reduction in the cost of 
Government which is borne by in- 
dustry and the people, and a vig- 
orous enterprising attitude on the 
part of industry.” 

Bad Case of Nerves. 

Of the security markets, the steel 
executive said: “For a time the 
American public has had a bad 
case of nerves. The liquidation of 
securities has been beyond all rea- 
son. One would conclude by the 
security prices that our transpor- 
tation lines would never do any 
more business. Transportation, in 
fact, is a basic necessity of all busi- 
ness. 

“Tt am not aiming to boost rail- 
road stocks, nor am I saying that 
the market will go higher or low- 
er in the immediate future, but I 
do say that the overliquidated 
prices of many securities is a sign 
of too short perspective, and too 
excitable temperament.” 

Concluding, Schwab said: “Our 
house is in order. The financial 
world is straightening itself out. 
Industry has gotten its second 
wind. Let us sail into the job ahead 
of us. Keep up the selling cam- 
paigns, keep up advertising, im- 
prove your production methods. 
Face the difficulties, but the cour- 
age, confidence and knowledge that 
we are on the upward path. Our 
industry will do its part. 

“Let us keep to our bensinaiiet 
Let us forget predictions and pan- 
aceas, let us manage as efficiently 
and economically as we know how. 
Remember this: Just as soon as 
our business and the business of 
the country begin to show an up- 
ward trend in profits, that will be 
the real beacon of prosperity. It 
was so a century ago, it is so to- 
day.” 


Member of Tax Appeals Board Dies

An opinion has been expected for “ 
several days from Attorney-Gen-~ 
eral Shartel holding the redistrict~-' 
ing act did not require the signature . 
of the Governor, and that it is in: 
effect notwithstanding the veto. - 

If Secretary of State Becker re- 
fuses to accept the Chouteau decla-. 
ration, the next step would be a,* 
mandamus suit in the Supreme } 
Court to require him to file it. It ° 
would be the duty of the Attorney:=: . 
General to represent the Secretary 
of State in the action, and if, as is 
expected, he construes the act as 
valid, there would be little contesti© 
The cast probably would be sub-"* 
mitted on briefs which would mere-" 
ly place before the court the ques- . 
tion involved and such authorities — 
as the lawyers could find. 

Chouteau yesterday paid the 
statutory $50 filing fee to 8. C. 
McCluney, treasurer of the Repub-*' 
lican State Committee, and, as is - 
required by law, forwarded the re- 
ceipt for the filing with his decla-. 
ration to the Secretary of State. 

Becker was not in Jefferson 
City today, being on a deer hunt 
in the Ozarks, and a decision as to’ 
whether Cheuteau’s declaration’ 
will be formally filed will await 
his return. 

Although the act was pzssed by ' 
a Democratic Legislature and ve- 
toed by a Republican Governor, the 
political aspect of the situation has 
changed since the adjournment of” 
the Legislature. In view of the’ 
conditions as reflected by the re- 
cent special election in the old Sev- 
enth District, the Democrats are” 
confident that they will carry Mis- 
souri in the next election, and that 
if Congressmen are elected at large; * 
as they will be unless the courts’* 
hold the act valid without the Gov- 
ernor’s signature, they will elect all 
13 Congressmen.

AKRON DESIGNER 
DECLARES GRAFT 
METEVERY TES} 


Dr. Karl Arnstein Tells 
How Ship Proved Air- 
worthiness and Value of 
New Structural Features.

AKRON, O., Oct. 23.—The air- 


worthiness and new structural fea- 
tures of the U. S. S. Akron are de- 
scribed by Dr. Karl Arnstein, who 
designed the ship, ‘and who has 
built 70 Zeppelins, in the following 


interview. 

“The U. S. S. Akron, accepted by 
the navy, is an airworthy ship. 
That much we know from the test 
flights just completed. 

“When the tests for strength 
were made in the dock before the 
trial flights, the ship was loaded 
down with tons of weight, until it 
seemed as though we were delib- 
erately trying to break its "ack. 
In the air it was made to dive and 
climb at speeds deemed dangerous 
in former practice. 

“Some 40 men were on duty dur- 
ing the tests watching at every sec- 
tion of the ship for any sign of 
strain, or snapping wires or 1loos- 
ening rivets. The ship met the 
test magnificently. 


Up 1100 Feet a Minute. 

“Naval specifications under 
which the ship was built called 
for it to demonstrate a rate of 
climb of six meters a second@ That 
is approximately 1200 feet a min- 
ute. The ordinary office building 
elevator ascends at about 249 feet 
a minute, while the Empire State 
elevators, the fastest in the world, 
have a rated speed of 1200 feet— 
the rate of climb prescribed for the 
Akron.

Accepting in principle the plan 


of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to pool revenues resulting 
from the freight rate increases 
granted hy the commission, the As- 
sociation of Railway Executives ap- 
pointed a committee yesterday to 
confer with the commission to ob- 
tain a “more definite understan4- 
ing and to suggest certain modifi- 
cations.” 

The freight rate increases, not 
general in character, will be al- 
lowed by the commission only if 
the earnings resulting therefrom 
are utilized for weak roads. 

Position of Executives. 

As explained by a railroad execu- 
tive who attended the sessions, the 
rail chiefs agreed: 

1. That the commission's pool 
plan should be adopted if certain 
obstacles can be surmounted. 

2. That the increased earnings 
resulting from the rise in freight 
rates should be pooled, the pool to 
be administered by the railroads, 
not a Government agency. f 

3. That while weaker roads will 
get funds from the pool, the funds 
will be loans, not gifts. 

4. That railroads accepting such 
loans will not pay dividends. 

5. That the association cease con- 
sideration of the plan until a com- 
mittee has conferred with the com- 
mission. 

The important point was de- 
scribed as the determination that 
the funds shall be lent, not given, 
and that the railroads administer 
the funds, not the Government. 

No Wage Cuts Now. 

Wages were discussed but little. 
One executive, addressing the body. 
said that until. the commission's 
plan for relief had been fully ex- 
plored and found wantipg no wage 
cuts sheuld.be sought. Labor lead- 
ers, he said, would be correct in 
stating, if wage cuts were sought 
now, that the chiefs have not ex-

Germany, Ireland and the League. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
A NEWS item in your issue of Oct. 17 
says: 

“The German representative, Gerhard 
von Mutius, said if the League’s machin- 
ery for peace had existed in 1914, the 
World War would have been prevented.” 

The Americans of German extraction 
who have been most bitter against the 
League of Nations and against Woodrow 
Wilson's part in it may find here some 
food for thought. Today the League of 
Nations is probably the strongest instru- 
ment of defense in Germany's depleted 
armory. These Americans may even find 
something for which to be grateful both 
to the League and Wilson.

Short Selling. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HE article from the Nation entitled 


“Shert Selling,” published by you 
Oct. 16, is, I believe, correct in saying 
that prohibition of short selling will not 
stop the fall of prices; but wrong in 
concluding therefore that it should not 
be abolished. 

Where does the Nation get the idea 
that there is any analogy between the 
action of Congress in 1864, “forbidding 
all sales of gold and foreign exchange 
on ‘time’ contracts” and forbidding short 
selling? There is none. The former 
was an attempt to stop legitimate buy- 
ing and selling and the latter an effort 
to stop illegitimate trading. To permit 
short selling is not to help prices to in- 
dicate natura] levels, but to prevent it. 
Short selling abnormally increases sales 
on a falling market through borrowing 
to sell that which one does not possess. 
Forbidding short selling is analogous, 
not to the act of Congress in 1864, but 
to the repeal of the act “three weeks 
after it was passed.”

For the pudding stir one cup 
cranberry sauce into a batter made 
as for cottage pudding. Pour into 
a greased pudding mold and steam 
for two hours. 

When marketing on Saturday for 
Sunday veal, have the _ roast 
trimmed and part of the bone re- 
moved. See that the butcher cracks 
this as it is to be used to make 
the stock for the mushroom soup 
for lunch on Monday. Buy one- 
half pound of mushrooms, using 
little more than half of them to 
combine with the oysters for Sun- 
day supper and the rest for the 
soup Monday. The peels and stems 
as well as the caps are used in the 
soup and the outside stalks and 
the tops of the celery hearts are to 
be added. Add one and one-half 
quarts of water to the bones, to- 
gether with two teaspoons salt, an 
onion, the celery tops and a sprig 
of parsley. Simmer for one and 
one-half hours, then strain and 
cool. On Monday add the mush- 
rooms, and cook for 20 minutes, 
then add two cups milk, thicken 
with flour and season to taste. 

Buy half a pound of seedless 
grapes for the gelatine dessert. 
Stem and wash them. Dissolve a 
package of orange flavored gela- 
tine in one cup boiling water, add 
three-fourths cup cold water and 
when cold add the grapes and a 
diced orange. Mold and serve very 
cold. 

Melted butter—one-fourth cup— 
mixed with the juice of a lemon, 
one-fourth teaspoon each salt and 
paprika and one tablespoon hot 
water makes a quick and excellent 
sauce for broccoli Tuesday night. 

Sweet Potato Croquettes. 

Boil four medium sized sweet po- 
tatoes until tender, peel and put 
through a potato ricer, or mash 
with a fork. Add two tablespoons 
butter, one-fourth to one-third cup 
hot milk, one well beaten egg, salt 
and pepper to season. Whip with a 
fork until light. Chill, shape into 
croquettes and roll in beaten egg 
and then in fine, dry bread crumbs. 
Fry in deep, hot fat or brown in a 
quick oven. Serves four to six. 

Cinnamon Buns, 

Crumble one yeast cake into one- 
half cup luke warm milk and stir 
to dissolve it. Mix one-half -cup 
scalded milk with one-fourth cup 
sugar, one-half teaspoon salt and 
two tablespoons shortening and 
cool to lukewarm. Add the yeast 
one beaten egg and two cups flour. 
Beat to a smooth batter, cover and 
let stand until well risen, or for 


Siabout one and one-half hours. 


Then add enough flour to make a 
dough that can be handled. Turn 
out on a floured board and knead 
for a minute or two, then put back 
in the bowl and let rise again until 
doubled in bulk, or for about two 
hours. Turn out, roll to a large 
oblong sheet a scant four-inch 
thick. Spread with softened but- 
ter and sprinkle with a mixture of 
three-fourths cup soft brown su- 
gar and two teaspoons cinnamon. 
Sprinkle this with one cup seed- 
less raisins or currants and roll up 
like a jelly roll. Cut down in 
slices half an inch thick and place 
close together in a greased baking 
pan. Let rise for 40 minutes, bake 
in a hot ovén for 25 to 35 minutes. 
Rub the top of the buns with 
melted butter just before baking. 
Kippered Herring. 

Kippered herring are relished by 
fish lovers for breakfast on crisp, 
cold mornings. Use the canned 
herring, simply heating them in a 
little butter, or use the dried fish, 
soaking them overnight to freshen 
them, then broiling or steaming for 
eight to ten minutes before serv- 


ing. 
POTATO MUFFINS 


Dissolve a compressed yeast 
cake in a half cup of cold water, 
add a teaspoon of sugar, two well 
beaten eggs, a cup of mashed po- 
tatoes, three-fourths of a cup of 
lard and butter mixed, two tea- 
spoons of salt, a half cup of sugar, 
a cup of water and the yeast. Beat 
wel! with enough flour to make a 
batter that drops from the spoon. 

Set the mixture-in a warm place 
to rise and when light add flour 
as for rolls; knead lightly, let rise 
again, then roll into biscuits about 
a quarter of an inch thick. Place 
one on top of the other with but- 
ter in between, and allow to rise 
again, then bake in a hot oven.

Canned salmon may be _  trans- 


formed into a number of appetiz- 
ing luncheon “main dishes,” and 
with the addition of cream or 
drawn butter sauce be made very 
good indeed. The following recipes 
offer variety: 

Baked Salmon With Stuffing. 

Drain a can of salmon and mix 
with one-half cup cracker crumbs 
and one. egg unbeaten. Stuffing: 
Cook two tablespoons finely 
chopped onion in one cup boiling 
water 15 minutes. Add one-half 
teaspoon each of salt, celery salt, 
paprika, also the liquor drained 
from the salmon. Pour this over 
two slices of stale white bread and 
‘two tablespoons cornmeal. Cool, 
beat well. Put one-half salmon 
mixture in a greased pan, shaping 
like fresh fish. Pile stuffing on 
this, thicker in center. Shape the 


j other half of salmon and place on 


top of stuffing. Strip with bacon. 

Cook in moderate oven until 

browned. Serve with tomato sauce. 
Creamed Salmon With Rice. 

Boil a cup of rice in the usual 
way. Allow it to get soft, drain off 
any extra moisture and dry off in 
the edge of the oven. Take a large 
can of salmon, drain and remove 
all skin and bones, then flake it in 
large flakes. Make a cream sauce, 
adding sliced hard-boiled eggs, and 
when ready add the salmon. Dish 
the rice on a hot dish and pour the 
salmon in the center. 

Salmon Loaf. 

Mix a can of salmon and one- 
half cup of cracker crumbs with a 
tablespoon of butter and three well- 
beaten eggs, season to taste, with 
salt and a litgle lemon juice. Pack 
closely tn a pan and put in the oven 
long enough to cook eggs. Serve 
hot with a sauce of drawn butter. 

Cream Sauce. 

Melt one tablespoon of butter in 
saucepan, add one tablespoon flour 
and one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon white pepper; mix 
well, add one cup cream or milk, 


Boil about three minutes. 


CHICKEN AND CORN PUDDING 
FOR SUNDAY NIGHT SUPPER

Meats and Sauce From England, 
Spain and France — Chutney 
Recipe. 


Everyone likes to prepare meats 
a different way to vary the monot- 
ony, so for this week's foreign 


recipes, we present an old-time 
English pork pie loved by Dickens 
and other writers of that country, 
and pork tenderloin as the French 
cook it. 
Pork Pie. 

Two pounds lean pork, fotr 
sliced hard-boiled eggs, one onion, 
one teaspoon grated nutmeg, salt 
and pepper. Stew pork gently for 
three-fourths hour in salted water 
containing the onion. Cool in the 
liquor and then cut into cubes. 
Place meat in baking” dish. and 
cover with the eggs. Thicken 
liquor with flour,

Bake in a fairly hot oven until 
nicely browned. 
French Tenderloins. 

For two persons buy a tenderloin 
weighing three-fourths pound. Have 
it cut across the grain in four 
pieces, or fillets, and have the 
butcher flatten each with the 
cleaver. When ready to cook dip 
the filets in a beaten egg mixed 
with .one tablespoon cold water. 
Mix two tablespoons flour, two tea- 
spoons sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt and pepper to season. Dip the 
fillets next in this mixture, let 
them stand for five minutes, dip 
again in the egg and then in fine, 
dry breadcrumbs. Saute in hot 
fat to brown on each side. Drain 
off almost all the fat, place a half 
of canned or stewed apricot on

The W. F. Robertson Steel and Iron 
Co. of Springfield, O., whose low 
bid on the manufacture of State 
automobile license plates for 1932, 
of 7.66 cents a pair, was rejected 
last Wednesday by Secretary of 
State Becker in favor of a bid of 
13.89 cents a pair by the S. G.

In a forma) statement, the asso- 
ciation said, concerning the pool: 

“The @e Association of Railway 
Executives interprets the decision 
as a call by the commission on the 
railroads to help stabilize railroad 
credit by a co-operative and united 
effort the means for which the or- 
der proposes to provide by an _ in- 
crease of specified rates. The 
method suggested by the commis- 
sion contemplates the formation by 
the executives of a plan, to be sub- 
mitted to it for its approval, to car- 
ry into effect this co-operative ef- 
fort. 

“In considering the plan, the 
executives will examine the oppor- 
tunity of organizing their own 
agency, to administer the proceedg 
of the increase in,grates announced 
by the commission in such manner 
as to accomplish the helpful 
purposes of the commission and 
with its approval. 

“A committee was appointed to 
confer with the commission with 
the purposes of securing a more 
definite understanding of its views 
and to suggest certain modifica- 
tions of some 
made by it.” 

Next for consideration will be 
the competition of waterways, pipe 
lines and busses. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission recommend-' 
ed that they be subject to regula- 
tion similar to that which the rail- 
roads now obey. This competition 
has long been attacked by the rail 
companies, but a cohesive program 
has been lacking.

FOR BATTLE AT 
WALSH STADIUM 


PROBABLE LINEUPS 


Grinnell College, unbeaten and 
wnscored upon in three games, to- 


night steps out of the Missouri Val- 
ley Conference to oppose the St. 
Louis University Billikens at Walsh 
Memorial Stadium. The game, the 
fifth on St. Louis’ 1931 schedule, 


will start at 8 p. m. 


The Iowans, who later oppose the 
Washington Bears, are rated one 
of the strong contenders for the 
Valley title and possess a passing 


attack which is at once the envy 
and_the dread of opposing elevens. 
With this in mind, Head Coach 
Chile Walsh had a change of heart 
about his starting lineup. Because 
injuries had somewhat upset his 


‘team, Coach Walsh had intended to 


start a “tryout” eleven to see just 
what Grinnell had. In this lineup 
were several nonstarters in pre- 
vious games. But tales of the Grin- 
nell prowess made this proceeding 
seem a bit risky and tonight 11 
first-string Billikens will be on 
their toes waiting for the first 
whistle. 

At ends will be McGowan and 
Kennedy, while O’Brien and Phil- 
pot will be in the tackle positions. 
The guard-posts have been award- 
ed to Tierney and Montgomery. and 
Capt. Muellerleile will be at center 
to oppose the Grinnell captain, 
Christofferson. Joe Bassett will call 
sicnals at the start to Stephan and 
Schumacher at the halves and 
Arenz at full. Later on in the game, 
if all goes well, some of those lads 
Originally slated to start will get 
chances. 

Chief cause for St. Louis’ worry 
is the passing system of their op- 
ponents tonight. Thomas, the Grin- 
nell quarter weighs only 150 pounds 
but is regarded as one of the best 
passers seen this year in the Mid- 
dle west. He if the triple-threat 
of the Iowa invaders and he it is 
who will be most carefully watched 
as he heaves his long passes to 
Duncan and Ullrich, the chief re- 
ceivers. Scouts report that there 
isn’t a whole lot to the Grinnell 
runnning or plunging attack. 

So far as weight goes, the Billi- 
kens will have an advantage of 
about six pounds per man in the 
line and about 10 per man in the 
backfield. In modern football, how- 
ever, this means little, especially 
when the open attack is employed 
as constantly as is the Grinnell 1931 
custom, It is not at all unlikely, too, 
that the Billikens will throw their 
fair share of passes. 

Grinnell uses a “short kick’ 
formation for many of its “flat 
zone™ passes on which Ullrich is 
the usual receiver. On other type 
passes, Duncan, who will play 
either end or half, does the catch- 
ing. Hence, when Thomas is 
back, the Billikens will, or should, 
know what to expect. 

Billikens Practice Pass Defense. 

Much of the St. Louis practice 
this week has been on pass de- 
fense. It may be that Coach Walsh 
will soon have to call on Benny La 
Presta for service as he and Arenz 
have shown greatest ability on de- 
fense against the Grinnell kind of 
passing. La Presta, the leading 
scorer for St. Louis, isn’t sched- 
uled to start but he'll be in there, 
that’s certain. Any player who 
scores six of his team’s 10 touch- 
downs is not likely to be used as 
a bench adornment for very long. 

Pre-game opinion among the St. 
Louis coaches seems to be that the 
Billikens are in for a tough tussle. 
If so, it will be nothing especially 
new, for the St. Louisans haven't 
had an easy contest this season. 
Rolla is a tough meal for any 
team to assimilate and there wasn’t 
anything particularly soft about 
the University of Lllinois. 

The last time Grinnell played 
here, they opposed Washington at 
Francis Field. They lost to the 
Bears, 6-0, in a battle with a thrill- 
ing and somewhat unusual finale. 
With less than a minute to play, 
Grinnell opened up with a series 
of long passes and gained consider- 
able ground. In the last few sec- 
onds a long one was completed 
and a-Grinnell forward, making a 
clean catch, started for the Wash- 
ington goal. No one was within 
five yards of him as he ran on. 
Then, but a few yards from the 
goal line, from a sure tie and a 
possible victory this player sud- 
denly and for no reason that any- 
one could discover, dropped the 
bal. Washington recovered and a 
few seconds later the final whistle 
blew. 

Gripnell’s Opposition this year 
has not been so difficult. The only 
possible basis of comparison be- 
tween the two opponents tonight 
is that both played Coe College and 
each won by a 26-0 score. 

All of which is small consola- 
tion for the prophets. However, 
all things—meaning “the breaks” 
~~—being equal, the Billikens should 
win with something to spare and 
thus record their fourth victory in 

five games,

His 
victory over Thompson here several 
months ago had much to do with 
the way the odds went. 
Thompson was a pound under the 
division limit of 147 this afternoon 
when he weighed in. Brouillard 
scaled 146%.

His 38 was high for the 
match, while Thompson's high run 
was 14.

Both men made some 
delicate and intricate shots, and 
both also missed shots which ap- 
peared to be little more than set- 
ups. The match was close, how- 
ever, and carried sharp interest 
down to the final point, Layton 
finally running six points to win 
in the eighteenth inning, 100 to 
Layton'’s best run was 20, 
Franklin’s 21. 


Franklin a Surprise. 
Franklin disclosed a complete 
reserval of form in his match with

He 
was an active player with Brooklyn 
during the remainder of the 1926 
season and the 1927 and 1928 cam- 
paigns and was with them in 1929 
as coach. In 1930 he returned to 
Pittsburg as coach but was re- 


baseball during 1931. 

For years he was the Nationals 
League's leading base stealer, his 
high water mark being reached in 
2916 when be stole 63 bases.
